We also are aware that 
the records of many a tough struggle lie guard- 
ed from the public eye upon the shelves of the 
Foreign Office. But we do know that his in- 
mate knowledge of the language and customs 
vof both China and.Japan have been invaluable 
to fingland, (Cheets:) We can testify to his 
protound erudition, to his unfailing courtesy,
